Wife Asserts Ralph Rogers 
Came Home Injured and 
Charged Patrolman Had 
Struck Him. 


Ralph Rogers, 32 years old, died 
at City Hospital late Saturday night 
of a skull fracture suffered, police 
were told, when he was beaten on 
the head with a nightstick by a po- 
liceman who -objected to his play- 
ing a mouth harp on a street corner 
at 2:30 o’clock in the morning. 


An open verdict, naming no one 
responsible for Rogers’ injury, was 
returned by a Coroner’s jury to- 
‘day. 

Rogers, a painter, returned to his 
home at 728 Carpenter place at 
6:15 a. m. Thursday after being 
out all night and told his wife his 
head hurt. He told her a police- 
man had clubbed him with his 
nightstick. At 4 o’clock that aft- 
ernoon when his wife tried to 
arouse him, she found him uncon- 
scious. A doctor who was sum- 
moned ordered him taken to the 
hospital. 

Investigating his death, police 
learned yesterday that Rogers had 
been out Wednesday night with | 
Harry Murphy, 4119A Flad avenue, 
and two Negroes, Edgar Miller, 
3887 Bell avenue, and Embroy Hall, 
1802 North Vandeventer avenue. 

Murphy said Hall left Rogers and 
Miller standing on the coroner of 
Vandeventer and Fairfax avenues 
at 2:30 a. m. whk‘le they went to 
get some whisky, police reported. 

Miller told them that, after 
Murphy and Hall left, Rogers began 
playing his mouth harp. Two po- 
licemen approached, Miller said, 
and ordered Rogers to stop playing 
and go home. Rogers refused, and 
one of the policemen swung his 
nightstick, Miller said. 

Miller ran away as soon as the 
policeman lifted his nightstick and 
did not see the blow struck. When 
Murphy and Hall came back to 
the corner, after a few minutes, 
they were ordered away by the po- 
licemen. Murphy at first refused to 
go, and one of the policemen hit 
him with a nightstick. He raised 
his arm and the blow caught him 
on the wrist, inflicting an injury 
which was treated at City Hos- 
pital. 

Conflicting Stories. 

Miller, testifying at the inquest, 
denied the statement attributed to 
him by police and said the two 
policemen ordered them to move on 
but neither of them struck at Rog- 
ers. 

Murphy and Hall also changed 
their original statements to police 
when they testified. They said when 
they returned to the corner Rogers 
and Miller were gone and they saw 
no policemen. Mrs. Rogers repeat- 
ed at the inquest that her husband 
told her a policeman had _atruck 
him with a nightstick. 

None of the men was able to 
identify the two policemen who 
patrol the vicinity where Rogers’ 
injury was reported when the 
policemen were asked to stand at 
the inquest. The policemen said 
they knew the men but had not 
seen them during the night.

LONDON, Oct. 21.—The British 
Parliament will meét in an emer- 
gency session tomorrow for a three- 
day debate on domestic and inter- 
national affairs before dissolution 
Friday and national élections Nov. 
14.

Nazi Consul at Geneva Prepares to 
Leave for Berlin to Discuss 
Future Relations.

GENEVA, Oct. 21. — Germany 
ceased to be a member of the 
League of Nations at noon today. 
Just beforé midday two years ago, 
the German consul, whose office 
is adjacent to the League secre- 
tariat, walked acrogs the street and 
deposited the two-year preliminary 
notice of resignation.

British Crown Colonies and Egypt 
Enforcing Neutrality Rules 
Against Belligerent. 

By the Associated Press. 

LONDON, Oct. 21.—Authoritative 
sources reported today that British 
crown colonies and the Anglo-Egyp- 
tian Sudan had decided to apply 
against Italy the neutrality rules 
laid down by The Hague convention 
of 1907. It was understood that the 
Egyption Government had made the 
same decision. 

This means that no Italian vessels 
of war or Italian vessels carrying 
provisions or arms for the Italian 
troops in East Africa will hereafter 
be permitted to remain in British 
ports more than 24 hours or will] be 
allowed to take on more than 
enough fuel and supplies to reach 
the next Italian port. 

This decision has been applied in 
one case, that of the Italian steamer 
Sursum Corda, which was ordered 
by the Kenya Government to sail 
24 hours 
after it arrived Friday night. 

Sir Eric Drummond, the British 
Ambassador to Rome, is understood 
to have called on Premier Mussolini 
to inform him of the neutrality de- 
cision. 

Authorities said The Hague con- 
vention will be applied in “friendly” 
fashion against Italy and that thus 
far it applies only to Africa and 
only to such Italian vessels as are 
related in some such definite form 
as auxiliary to warlike operations. 
No commercial shipping outside the 
theater of war, it was stated, will 
be affected.

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ETHIOPIAN SLAVES 
RUSH 10 JOIN ITALIAN 


‘Each Man Gets Certificate of 
Liberty From Fascist 
Forces.

WITH THE ITALIAN ARMIES 
IN NORTHERN ETHIOPIA, Oct. 
19 (Délayed).—-Slaves by the hun- 
dreds have taken freedom 4n the 
Ethiopian territory already occupied 
by Italy after the posting of the 
‘emancipation proclamation of Gen. 
'Emilio de Bono, high commissioner 
of Eritrea and Italian Somaliland, 
‘and commander-in-chief of the Fas- 
cist forces in East Africa. 

The correspondent visited fhe 
front at Entiscio, occupied by the 
center column under Gen. Alessan- 
dro Prizio-Biroli, commander of the 
native forces in Italy’s East African 
colonies, and witnessed the emanci- 
pation in that area. 

Former slaves flocked to the tent 
of Count Geraldi Della Porta, po- 
litical commissioner of Entiscio, 
just. outside the mountain town. 
There were about a hundred there, 
but Italians said many more would 
come in the next few days. 

Porta, scion of an ancient and 
aristocratic Italian family includ- 
j|ing many Cardinals, received the 
‘slaves graciously. All insisted on 
‘kneeling and touching their fore- 
heads to the ground. 

Each expressed a desire for eman- 
cipation. Porta, who spent seven 
years in Eritrea and speaks the 
Ethiopian langunage of Amharic, 
gave each a certificate of iiperty, 
declaring him free in the name of 
King Victor Emanuel. The slaves 
‘thanked him in shrill voices, bowed 
‘to the ground and retired. 


Talk With Former Slaves. 

Through an interpreter, the cor- 
respondent talked to one of the for- 
mer slaves who said: “I continue to 
work for my master.” 

“Then you don’t dislike your mas- 
ter?” the correspondent asked. “No.” 

“Does he pay you?” “No, he gives 
me food, lodging and one complete 
set of garments a year.” 

“Then why do you stay with him?” 
“Because I have been used to it for 
many years. My father was a slave 
before me. I am happy.” 

“Are all slaves like you desiring 
to remain with their present mas- 
ters?” “Only about half, those work- 
ing on the land. Those engaged in 
making things with their hands 
won't stay.” 

Commissioner Porta later corrob- 
orated this information, saying: 
“About 50 per cent will continue to 
work for their present masters of 
their own volition. After all, we 
cannot forcibly separate them from 
their masters. But we can prevent 
their masters from selling them.” 


15 to 20 Pct. Slaves. 

Porta estimated the population of 
the occupied territory in Tigre 
Province at 100,000, of which he said 
from 15 to 20 per cent were slaves. 
Only domestic slavery, embracing 
household work, however, exists: in 
this province. 

Porta said the Italian Government 
was studying the question of com- 
pensating slave owners, but indicat- 
‘ed there was a possibility that the 
example of the United States, where 
there was no compensation after 
the Civil War, would be followed. 

Emperor Haile Selassie abolished 
serfdom, or forced labor, through- 
out Ethiopia in a sweeping decree 
May 18 of this year. Ethiopians an- 
ticipated, however, that it would 
take a long time to change the an- 
cient customs of Ethiopia's feudal 
chieftains. 

Rewards to Veterans. 

Italy has rewarded in spectacular 
fashion the veteran native troopers 
who suffered for their loyalty to 
Italy aftér the latter’s disastrous 
defeat at Aduwa in 1896. 

Gen. de Bono headed a group of 
officials who handed 100 lire to 
each trooper presenting himself 
with evidence of mutilation recéived 
after capture by Ethiopians. The 
mutilations were said to have con- 
sisted of the amputation of one 
hand and one foot.

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Judge Thomas Bond Tells 
Why Anna Ware Habeas Corpus 
Writ Was Drawn as It Was 


Takes Issue With Statement in Post-Dispatch 


That Another Form 


Would Have Forced 


Muenches to Produce Child. 


Thomas Bond, a former Circuit 
Judge, who drew up the writ of 
habeas corpus whitch was _ issued 
by Judge William Dee Becker of 


the St. Louis Court of Appeals: on 
Bond's application as attorney for 
Anna Ware, takes issue with state- 
ments on the form of the writ pub- 
lished in the Post-Dispatch yester- 
day. Since obtaining the writ 
Bond has withdrawn and is no 
longer connected with the case. 

Bond, in a statement, says: 

“This is in r ply toan article that 
appeared on the front page of the 
St. Louis Post-Dispatch Sunday 
morning, Oct. 20, 1935, to the effect 
that had the writ of habeas corpus 
issued in the Anna Ware case been 
expressed in different language, it 
would have required Dr, and Mrs. 
Muench to produce the child in 
court. 

“I deny that any language would 
have made the writ any more ef- 
fective, and I regard the whole ar- 
ticle as unjustly critical of Mr. 
Berthold and myself, who were the 
counsel for the petitioners when the 
writ was issued. 

“The writ was prepared in con- 
ference in Judge Becker's cham- 
bers after he had examined the pe- 
tition and announced that the writ 
would issue. It is customary for 
counsel to suggest the language for 
the Court’s consideration, but it is 
the Court’s writ and the Court is 
responsible for the form in which 
it issues. I dictated a draft to Judge 
Becker’s stenographer and submit- 
ted it to Mr. Berthold and Judge 
Becker. Neither of them made any 
comment or suggestion and the writ 
issued in the form dictated, and 
omitting formal parts, commanded 
as follows: 

“*That the body of a male child 
now located in the residence of Lud- 
wig O. Muench and Nellie Tipton 
Muench, at 4736 Westminster place 
in the City of St. Louis, Missouri, 
and said to be the child of Anna 
Ware, under your custody detained, 
under safe and secure conduct, to- 
gether with the day and cause of 
him being so by you detained, by 
whatsoever name the child may be 
known, you have before Hon. Wil- 
liam Dee Becker, Judge of the St. 
Louis Court of Appeals, New Civil 
Courts Building, City of St. Louis, 
Missouri, on the 25th day of Sep- 
tember, 1935, at 10 a. m., then and 
there to be dealt with according to 
law, and have you then and there 
this writ and hereof fail not at your 
peril.’ 

“The Post-Dispatch article criti- 
cises this writ because it contains 
the language ‘said to be the child 
of Anna Ware’ and suggests that 
if the writ had merely directed 
that ‘the body of a male child now 
located in the residence of Ludwig 
O. Muench -and Nellie Tipton 
Muench’ be brought into court, it 
would have been more effective. 

“I deny this, and deny that the 
writ could properly have been is- 
sued in such form. A writ of 
habeas corpus cannot be obtained 
in any language counsel may de- 
sire. It must call for the produc- 
tion of the person described in the 
petition. 

“The petition charged that Anna 
Ware's child had been taken from 
her at birth, and was being unlaw- 
fully detained in the home of 
respondent Muench and wife. Any 
writ issued under this petitioh had 
to call for this child and no other. 

“Therefore, in the draft of the 
writ which I submitted, I directed 
that there be produced iin court ‘the 
body of a male child now located 
in the residence of Ludwig O. 
Muench and Nellie Tipton Muench, 
at 4736 Westminster place, in the 
City of St. Louis, Missouri,’ and 
identified that child as the one re- 
ferred to in the petition by the lan- 
guage, ‘said to be the child of 
Anna Ware.’ 


“This language, ‘said to be’ or 


Don’t Be Misled 


This is the original textile 
weaving company. We in- 


‘as it is said’ being taken from the 
common law forms of writs of 
habeas corpus which are as old and 
well established as the writ itself. 
This language refers to the aver- 
ments of the petition and identi- 
fies the body as the one described 
in the petition. To have asked for 
the writ in the language quoted in 
sthe Post-Dispatch article would, in 
my opinion, have endangered the 
whole proceeding. 

“On a petition charging, as it 
had to charge, that _ petitioner's 
child was restrained of its liberty 
in he Muench home, how could the 
Court issue a writ merely com- 
manding the production of ‘the 
body of a male child now located 
in the residence of Ludwig O. 
Muench and Nellie Tipton Muench?’ 
So far as the Court’s. records 
showed, there might have been 
more than one male child in the 
Muench home. And unless the 
writ identified the child as the one 
referred to and described in the 
petition it would be a void writ, be- 
yond the jurisdiction of the Court 
to issue, and the proceedings could 
be stopped by respondents by ap- 
plication to the Supreme Court. 

“It would be the same thing as 

issuing a writ to the warden of a 
penitentiary to produce ‘a male 
prisoner now located in your pen- 
itentiary.” It is elementary that 
the writ must describe and identi- 
fy the body as the one referred to 
in the petitioner’s petition. 
“These observations are so ele- 
mentary that it is difficult for me 
to believe that any lawyer 
could have suggested to the 
Post-Dispatch that the writ ought 
to have been issued in the language 
quoted in the Post-Dispatch article. 
There is no form of writ that can 
compel] the production of a body in 
court if the respondents deny un- 
der oath that the body is under 
their custody, power or restraint. 
(See Sec. 1441 R. S. Mo. 1929). 

“I tried to make this writ diffi- 

cult for the respondents Muench 
and wife to deny, and I did not re- 
gard their return as a sufficient 
denial. They denied that they had 
‘the child of Anna Ware’ but they 
did not deny that they had the 
child ‘said to be the child of Anna 
Ware, which is an entirely differ- 
ent matter. 
“I so argued to the Court and 
conténded that in view of the in- 
sufficient and evasive character of 
the denial, the child should be or- 
dered produced in court. The 
Court disagreed with me, however, 
and ruled the denial sufficient. 

“I, of course, respect the Court’s 
ruling, and there was, therefore, 
nothing further that could be done 
toward producing the child in court 
at that time. I am familiar with 
the New York case cited in the 
Post-Dispatch article. It is not in 
point. The sufficiency of the re- 
spondents’ return was not in ques- 
tion in that case. 

“I want to say in conclusion on 
behalf of Mr. Berthold and myseif 
that although this particular type 
of habeas corpus presented many 
technical difficulties, being, as the 
Post-Dispatch article admits, entire- 
ly without precedent, and although 
the greatest haste was required, 
which did not allow the usual time 
for research and preparation, nev- 
ertheless, within three days after I 
was employed, the facts had been 
studied, public authorities  inter- 
viewed, papers drafted, suit filed 
and writ issued without a single 
technical error in procedure being 
made. 

“I do not know who inspired the 
comments in the Post-Dispatch ar- 
ticle, but I wish to say that if any- 
body thinks counsel for Anna Ware 
at the time the proceedings were in- 
stituted, did not perform their full 
duty, I would be glad to have the 
president of the St. Louis Bar As- 
sociation appoint a committee to re- 
view and report on the matter.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 21.—Major- 
general Adolphus W. Greely, Arctic 
explorer, died yesterday at a hos- | 
pital here. 

He became seriously ill Oct. 7 
and was removed to a _ hospital, 
where a heart ailment and artery 
trouble caused his death. 

Gen. Greeley led the “farthest 
North” expedition in 1881, From that 
expedition of 26 men seven return- 
ed, found by the third of a series of 
relief expeditions after spending 
three years in the Arctic near | 
latitude 83, degrees, 24 minutes— | 
the “farthest north.” Their polar 
ship had been crushed in the ice. | 

An incident of this. expedition 
which revealed dramatically the 
resolute quality of its leader was 
his execution of a member of the 
party who was endangering the 
lives of all by stealing food from 
their scanty supply. It occurred | 
early in June, 1884. There were 
only 12 of the explorers left then, 
and they were slowly starving. 
‘Their food—which included _§seal- 
‘skin boot-thongs in this extremity— | 
‘had been rigidly rationed, each man 
being allowed little more than 
enough to keep him alive. | 

When Greely, a lieutenant then, | 
discovered that one of the men was | 
stealing food that belonged to all 
he gave him two warnings. The 
culprit repeated the offense and 
Greeley ordered him shot, stating, 
“This order is imperative and ab- 
solutely necessary for any chance 
of life.” It was carried out. De- 
spite some public criticism of this | 
drastic measure, Greely was upheld 
by the War Department. 

Although most of his fame rests 
on his explorations, Gen. Greely was 
known as an expert on history and 
documents in the War Department 
and for his‘ work in laving tele- 
graph wires as chief of the Army 
Signal Corps. 

He said not long ago: “I have 
probably laid more telegraph wires 
than any other man living—15,000 
miles in the Philippines, 10,000 in 
the United States, 4000 in Alaska 
and 5000 in Cuba.” 

Gen. Greely is survived by two 
sons and four daughters.

The lot of Coach Harlow of the 
Crimson eleven has not been made 
easier by the puritanical stand 
taken regarding pecuniary assist- 
ance to caaveta 

Harlow lost his captain, Bob 
Haley, two three weeks ago 
through a regulation which pro- 
hibits Harvard athletes from ace 
cepting financial assistance from 
a person or persons on whom they 
were not naturally dependent, 

In any department of Harvard 
a student who could get financial 
sponsoring from anybody, would 
be O K'd. But if he then decided 
that he wanted to play football, 
he would have to quit the univere- 
sity or give up his sponsor. 

Scholarships and financial help 
are sometimes given to real stu- 
dents among the athletes. Inabil- 
ity to accept them might not only 
deprive Harvard of a _ football 
plaver, but of an embryo Edison 
or Marconi as well. 

Not all football players go te 
school with the idea of emerging 
as coaches or professional foot- 
ball plavers. If a large number 
of graduates annually seem to re- 
fute this statement, the jobless 
times, not the boys’ inclination, 
must be charged with that,

TIME TO PASS OR PUNT. 

In defining his method of conducting the Federal 
Government, Mr. Roosevelt has likened himself to 
a football quarterback, whose maneuvers and strategy 
in a game depend upon the shifting character of the 
play. Construed in the most favorable light, this 
attitude signifies a flexible type of leadership which 
is willing to recognize mistakes and to withdraw 
from unhappy or unsound policies. 

Despite his professions, however, the President 
seems as tenacious of policies once initiated as any 
of his predecessors. One of the most striking ex- 
amples of this is in the matter of works relief. 
Mr. Roosevelt last January told Congress that he 
intended to provide jobs for all the employable per- 
sons on relief, whose number he estimated at 3,500,- 
000. Unemployable persons, he said, should be re- 
turned to the care of the states. “The Federal Gov- 
ernment,” said the President, “must and shall quit 
this business of relief.” 

Pursuant to the President’s request, Congress last 
spring passed a bill appropriating $4,880,000,000, the 
largest single peace-time grant in history, Of this 
sum, $880,000,000 was for direct relief pending fulfill- 
ment of the remainder of the program, and four bil- 
lion dollars was for the purpose of public works 
of various kinds. Mr. Roosevelt's first stipulation 
as to the character of the projects was as follows: 
“All work undertaken should be useful—not just for 
a day, or a year, but useful in the sense that it 
affords permanent improvement in living conditions 
or that it creates future new wealth for the nation.” 

The task of allotting the works-relief money was 
delegated to Works Progress Administrator Harry 
Hopkins and Public Works Administrator Harold L. 
Ickes. After several months had passed, it became 
clear that, unless one of the two men were given 
the lion’s share of control of the fund, a stalemate 
might result. Mr. Ickes is a slow and careful worker, 
as he showed in his cautious distribution of the first 
public works fund of $3,300,000,000. Mr. Hopkins is 
a slap-dash performer, who showed his capacity for 
spending money with a quick and lavish hand in the 
CWA experiment. Mr. Hopkins got the job. 

Nov. 1 was set as the date on which the 3,500,000 
men would be employed and also the date on which 
Federal relief would be cut off. In the short time 
remaining after the President had given him the nod, 
Mr. Hopkins worked feverishly to carry out the Presi- 
dent’s plan and to meet the Nov. 1 deadline. But 
even his dynamic methods are failing to produce.

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ILLINOIS LOOKS AHEAD. 

Perhaps it will be called the Illinois Idea. What- 
ever the tag, the enterprise is a good one. A survey 
1s to be made of the State’s highway needs, not of 
today or tomorrow, but for 20 years. 
will be charted to that end. 

The survey will be concerned principally with sec- 
ondary, or farm-to-market, roads. As regards pri- 
mary roads, Illinois is more than well off. It has a 
really great system of primary highways. Was it the 
first in the field to apprehend the significance of 
the automobile and the new order of transportation 
so presaged?. Certainly it was among the earliest. 
That bond issue of $60,000,000 for hard-surfaced roads, 
back in 1918, took the country’s breath away. The 
quickness with which public opinion rallied to the 
opportunity must be accounted among the marvels 
of popular perception. A nation taxed itself to the 
ears to subsidize and thus make possible the miracu- 
lous development of the motor industry. 

Nowhere was the growth of traffic completely vis- 
ualized. Everywhere experience has convicted the 
people of not adequately providing for the prodigy of 
gas-powered transportation. Gradually, state after 
state has extended and expanded its primary system 
of highways so as approximately to meet require- 
ments. The farm-to-market road has not been neg- 
lected, but it has not kept pace with the through 
routes. 

The time has come for secondary road building 
to take precedence. The means are available, [lli- 
nois is alive to the situation. Its farm-to-market 
projects, expertly determined, will tie in with the 
Federal works highway and grade-crossing program.

Prejudices and Convictions 


Respect for prejudices as well as convictions of others, until we can rebuild former 


into fair. judgments, is urged by speaker; warns against condemning whole 


peoples, such as Germans, Italians or Japanese, for their collective acts; says inter- 


ference, in effort to change hated policies, causes feuds and cumulative disorder. 


From an Address by Tyler. Dennett. President of Williams College. at Williamstown 


Institute for Human Relations: 


ATRED seems to be actually pleasur- 
H avie to many people. Much of the pa- 

rade of virtues abroad in the world to- 
day is really little more than the selfish 
indulgence of hatred. We sorely miss the 
good old devil. Lots of people who in other 
days would have been content to take their 
hates out on him are now taking them out 
on Roosevelt, or Hitler, or Mussolini, or 
Stalin, or on college presidents. 

The greatest default of religion in all 
times has been that, while it generally 
seeks to cultivate a hatred of sin, it has 
rarely succeeded in separating hatred of 
sin from hatred of the sinner. 

Next to honesty and objectivity we place 
respect for convictions. A conviction is a 
conclusion at which one has arrived by a 
process of reasoning and which has been in- 
vested with a moral quality. At first thought, 
it seems easy enough to draw the distinc- 
tion between convictions and prejudices. I 
think, however, that the distinction is not 
so easily made. A prejudice is also a con- 
viction, and it-is also clothed with a moral 
earnestness. It is reached by a process 
not by any means completely irrational. 

The fundamental difference between a con- 
viction and a prejudice, perhaps, is merely 
that the prejudice is a conclusion which is 
reached from insufficient evidence, or by 
somewhat shaky logic. Who, then, is to 
distinguish between convictions and preju- 
dices”? If I were to set myself up as a 
judge in this matter, I should probably con- 
clude that mine are the convictions and 
yours are the prejudices. 


IT am more and more convinced, as the 
years go on, that respect for convictions 
is not enough. We must also extend our 
respect to include other people’s prejudices 
if there is to be any sound basis for pro- 
ductive human association and organiza- 
tion. The possessor of a prejudice is mere- 
ly one who has reached a premature con- 
clusion, and who has not? 

Prejudices rarely, if ever, float in the air. 
At some point, they rest upon a substance 
of fact. We are not likely to disclose and 
describe the fact in question unless we ap- 
proach the prejudice with respect. Until 
we have isolated the fact which lies at the 
base of the prejudice, it will be impossible 
to bring up the other facts to which it is 
organically related and to rebuild the preju- 
dice into a fair and honest conviction. 

The peoples of the earth have been drawn 
together and integrated into one stupen- 
dous mechanism, if not community, by the 
devices of men’s hands. It is as difficult 
for us to view with indifference what has 
been happening in Ethiopia, China, Russia. 
Italy and Germany today as it was for our 
grandfathers to be indifferent to events 
even in their own villages. Furthermore, 
it is a mark of modern culture that we 
as individuals should turn with indignation, 
contempt and loathing from the spectacles 
of human hatred and bigotry which have 
followed one another across the front pages 
of our papers for more than 20 years. If 
we did not have such reactions, we should 
have little claim to being civilized. 

Wevertheless, we shall do well to make a

distinction between the moral judgments 
which we declare upon events and those 
which we venture to extend to individuals. 
This is most of all important when we are 
describing the actions of large groups of 
people such as the Germans, the Italians, 
the Japanese, or the great religious groups. 
To ascribe wickedness to them because of 
the?tr collective actions does not advance 
the discussion even a single step. 

There are no Germans, Italians, Japanese 
or Americans in the sense in which we so 
often use the terms. There are only indi- 
viduals who are human beings and who act 
collectively according to principles not very 
well defined but certainly quite different 
from the principles which govern individual 
conduct. It is silly and childish to hate 
groups of people, however much we may 
hate their collective decisions and actions. 


It is very easy for us to work ourselves 
up into a state of mind where we conclude 
that our Government ought to do some- 
thing about it. By that we usually mean 
that the state as a military power ought 
to exercise some form of coercion to com- 
pel some other government to adopt a pol- 
icy more in line with our personal line of 
ethics. The old classical doctrine of the 
sovereignty of the state is now in consider- 
able disrepute among moralists. The doe- 
trine of sovereignty is rejected in favor of 
the very mischievous heresy that each state 
is more or less the keeper of its neighbor's 
conscience. 

I like the principle of the good neighbor, 
incorporated into the foreign policy of the 
United States. The first principle of good- 
neighborliness, as I observe it, is to mind 
one’s own business, and the second is to 
show a kindly respect for other people's 
prejudices as wel! as for their convictions. 

I do not believe that this is as cold and 
heartless as it may at first sound. There 
are occasions, of course, when neighborli- 
ness demands material aid and the surren- 
der of one’s personal comfort. It does not 
extend to disciplining other people's chil- 
dren or to efforts to quiet domestic dis- 
cord. It may even come to pass that neigh- 
bors on the same street will find it the part 
of good neighborliness temporarily to fore- 
g0 some of their rights. It is the same 
way among nations. 

There may have been instances in history 
where the intervention of one state in the 
affairs of another has promoted peace and 
human welfare, but usually we discover that 
the contrary result follows eventually. The 
nation, like the person who, however good 
the intention, runs around trying to shed 
abroad love and justice in the world, usu 
ally produces quite the contrary effect. 

There is also fallacy in the assumption 
that statecraft has merely to insist upon 
rights even when the insistence is coupled 
with the scrupulous performance of duties. 
Such a rule would be perfect in a perfect 
world, but in human affairs as we know 
them, whether personal or national. it is 
provocative of feuds and cumulative dis- 
order. In international affairs, it has usu-

Cheats Can Never Succeed at Bridge 


By Ely Culbertson 


NEVER learned to cheat be- 
| cause I always felt that the 

temptation might be too great to 
resist. But in the course of my ex- 
perience I came up against cheat- 
ers and, being a trustful soul, paid 
the penalty. I am still very trust- 
ful, but I have learned to defend 
my pocketbook against the sharps. 
There is surprisingly little cheating 
going on in the world of bridge. In 
the last six years I have run across 
four that I knew were cheating 
and a dozen or so of the petty lar- 
ceny kind. All of them paid the 
heavy penalty of social ostracism. 
I believe there would be a couple 
of million cheaters at least if it 
weren't for the fact that the art of 


| cheating is a very difficult one, re- 


quiring courage and patience, and 
that even then the best of artists 
is defeated by the _ inexorable 
rhythm of what is more or less 
probable in the ebb and flow of 
cards. 

There are about threee common 
ways of cheating at cards. The 
first is by stacking the deck or in- 
troducing a cold deck. The sharper 
tries to protect himself against the 
cut by replacing the cut halves of 
the deck in their original order or 
by bending a card so that an un- 
wary player will cut at the pre- 
pared place. The second way is by 
dealing seconds, the trick of a few 
aristocrats of crookdom. By prac- 
ticing for years as a person might 
in order to become a great violin- 
ist or pianist a man can make his 
fingers so supple that when, in 
dealing from a marked pack, he 
sees an ace or a king about to go 
to an adversary, he can deal that 
player instead the card just below 
the ace or king. When ome of 
these virtuosi deals, his fingers are 
truly quicker than the eye. I have 
been told that the only way to de- 
tect this trick is to listen to the 
deal instead of watching. It 
seems that when a card is dealt 
from anywhere other than the top 
of the pack its snap is slightly 
muted. The third way of cheating 
is by signals.
